WASHINGTON (AP) - President Ford 
proposed Monday night a |10 billion bonus tax cut 
effective July l in a campaign-year State of the 
Union address that pledged both frugality and a 
drive to put jobless Americans back to work. 


Ford told Congress and a nationwide television 


and radio audience that it is time for "a new 
realism" in America - and for the continuation of 
his policies. 


For he said the year just past proves that the 


direction he proposed was the right direction — 
one of partnership among government, private in- 
stitutions and individual citizens. 


"... The state of our Union is better, in many 


ways a lot better, but still not good enough," Ford 
said, to applause. 


Invoking the name and words of the American 


revolutionary philosopher Thomas Paine, Ford 
said the old year was not one "for summer soldiers 
and sunshine patriots. 


"It was a year of fears and alarms and of dire 


forecasts — most of which never happened and 
won't happen," he said. 


But he said it also was a year of hard decisions, 


difficult ccr.ipromises and a new realism, one that 


Penal Population Up ...

Ford's proposal that Congress put a lid on 
federal spending was enthusiastically applauded by 
Republicans but there was silence from the 
Democrats. 


Ford's tax cut and budget limit proposals 


foretold a new round of debate with the Democrats 
who control both the Senate and the House. 


His message also included a clear reference to 


the more drastic budget cutting proposal made by 
Ronald Reagan, his Republican presidential 
challenger. Reagan advocates the gradual transfer 
of more than $90 billion in federal programs to the 
states — if they choose to keep them going. 


But Ford said: "We cannot simply dump welfare 


into the laps of the 50 states, their local taxpayers 
or private chanties and just walk away from it." 


In effect, Ford reassembled the |28 billion tax- 


and-spending cut plan the Democratic Congress 


refused to buy, and put it back on the political 
agenda for 1976. 


He did so by proposing a new tax reduction of $10 


billion, to be added to $18 billion already approved 
by Congress. Those are annual rates. 


At the same time, the President said the budget 


he will send Congress Wednesday will total $394.2 
billion. He had asked Congress to impose a $395 
billion spending ceiling next year, but that was 
rejected in December. 


Among his specific proposals: 
-A change in federal tax laws to encourage plant 


expansion and equipment purchases, concentrating 
"this job creation tax incentive" in areas where un- 
employment now exceeds 7%. He did not 
spell out the terms of the legislation, but it clearly 
would involve an increase in the investment tax 
credit. The national unemployment rate is 8.3%.

recovering from a recession." And he said the na- 
tion "cannot realistically afford federally dictated 
national health insurance ..."

one that would produce more jobs, especially for 
the young, and whittle away at currently high un- 
employment rates. 


He also set as a goal a balanced federal budget by 
iy/y. 


"A necessary condition of a healthy economy," 


he declared, "is freedom from the petty tyranny of 
massive government regulation. We are wasting 


literally millions of working hours costing billions 
of consumers' dollars because of bureaucratic red 
tape." 


Although the President dealt only briefly with 


foreign affairs, he declared, "The state of our 
foreign policy is sound and strong." 


He said a new agreement with the Soviets to curb 


the nuclear arms race "may be achieved," stated 
that the nation's military manpower "is without 
equal," and gave his view that "the key elements 
for peace among the nations of the Middle East 
now exist." 


But he said steps must be taken to maintain an 


effective intelligence capability for without it, he 
argued, "the United States stands blindfolded and 
hobbled." 


The President also said, without giving figures, 


that he would submit a new defense budget 
Wednesday that "will show an essential increase 
over last year." He said: 


"Only from a position of strength can we 


negotiate a balanced agreement to limit the growth 
of nuclear arms. Only a balanced agreement will 
serve our interest and minimize the threat of 
nuclear confrontation."

Cleavenger estimated his revised total

But the official budget request holds 
programs to their current level of opera­ 
tion, Cleavenger said.

The official minutes were not corrected, 
however, nor were reporters told that their 
news accounts were wrong 
Council 
members usually are quick to point out 
erroneous reports. 
City Atty. Charles Humble told the law­ 
makers that the only official record of the 
council’s action last June was the resolu- 
that was approved with architectural 
drawings of the building attached. That 
drawing shows a six-story building with a 
walk-out, he said. 
After informing the homeowners they 
were wrong, association president Jim 
Spangler marched down to City Hall and 
listened to a tape recording of the meeting 
Spangler said the council was right. They 
had approved a six-story building. 
However, he pointed out that there 
appeared to be much confusion in the dis­ 
cussion over the complex, which may have 
accounted for the mix-up later. 
Spangler noted in a letter to the council 
tha t the Ho using Autho rity g a v e the 
ho meo wners a different set of pla ns tha n 
they g a v e to the co uncil. The ho meo wners* 
dra wing didn’t sho w the ex a ct number o f 
flo o rs in the co mplex . 


Spangler said the residents are disap­ 
pointed that the Housing Authority “ didn’t 
see fit” to correct the council minutes and 
news accounts reporting on the incident. 
Since the residents apparently agreed to 
the revised plans for constructing the con­ 
troversial complex, Spangler said the 
homeowners are satisfied. 


But, several councilmen weren't. 
Councilman Steve Cook, who helped 
draw up the revised plans, took pains to 
read the homeowners’ letter of apology 
into the official council record. 
He did so, Cook said, because “ there’s 
been so much effort on the part of the 
newspapers to point out how out of step we 
were.” 


Councilman Max Denney, also a little in­ 
censed over editorials on the subject 
published in the Lincoln Star and Lincoln 
Journal, added, “ The council’s not out of 
step, but the newspapers are. I think it’s up 
to them to apologue to us.” 
Councilman Dick Baker agreed. 
The other lawmakers didn’t take part in

Baby Boy Gets 
2 New Kidneys

A spokesman for the hospital said the recipient 
of the transplant, Alexander Kelly, whose parents 
live in Brooklyn, was believed to be one of the 
youngest and smallest patients ever to undergo 
such an operation.

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Palestinian Liberation Army Enters Lebanon From Syria 


Beirut, Lebanon (UPI) - An estimated 8,000 


regular troops of the Palestine Liberation Army 
crossed into Lebanon from Syria Monday with a 
column of armored cars and artillery, reliable 
sources said. 


• Interior Minister Camille Chamoun said the 


Syrian army bad entered the country with them 


The invading troops Joined Moslem forces 


massing north and east of Beirut for what appeared 
to be a showdown with the Lebanese army, the 
reliable sources said. 


"The Syrian army has entered with its armored 


cars and heavy guns in the Bekaa (valley) and Akkar 
(mountain) regions," Chamoun said. 


He said that the presence of the Palestine 


Liberation Army troops was tantamount to a "Syrian 
invasion that threatens world security." 


The reliable sources said two mechanized PLA 


brigades were advancing with a column of armored 
cars and artillery. 


Observers speculated that the launching of the 


PLA offensive at this stage could be an attempt to 
forestall the formation of a military government by 
keeping the Lebanese army pinned down in the 
countryside. 


"In my capacity of interior minister, I ask the 


Lebanese delegate at the United Nations to im- 
mediately inform the Security Council of what is 
happening in Lebanon," Chamoun said. 


The development came as Lebanon's third 


cease-fire in three days collapsed, with fighting 
between Christians and Moslems raging in nearly 
every population center. At least 200 persons have 
been killed and 375 wounded in the past 48 hours. 


Lebanon remained virtually leaderless following 


Premier Raihid Karami's emotional resignation 
Sunday. 


The reliable sources said between 5,000 and 8,- 


000 troops of the Palestine Liberation Army - the 
official army of the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion — crossed from their base in Syria and joined 
Moslem forces massing in the Akkar region north of 
Beirut and the Bekaa valley east of the capital. 


The presence of the PLA troops, which in the 


past have acted primarily as a police force among 
Palestinian camps in Syria, introduced a potentially 
explosive element in the Lebanese crisis. 


Israeli Defense Minister Shimon Peres said in 


Jerusalem Sunday that if the Syrian army entered 
Lebanon, Israel would have "no choice but to resort 
to defensive measures." 


Israeli officials said, however, that the presence 


of PLA units would not be considered Syrian armed 
intervention. 


The sources in Lebanon said the Yarmouk 


Brigade of the PLA, a mechanized force of about 3,- 
500 men backed by other troops crossed into the 
Akkar and Bekaa regions in the afternoon and that 
heavy fighting was taking place in both areas. 


The attackers pushed northwest across the 


Bekaa to Chtaura about four miles south of the 
Christian city of Zahle 25 miles east of Beirut. 


Lebanese army troops came down from the Mt. 


Lebanon region to redeploy in the foothills around 
the city, which was expected to come under attack, 
the sources said. 


To the north, a smaller force joined thousands of 


Shi'ite Moselm mountain tribesmen who stormed 
police and security stations throughout the Akkar, 
seizing most of the northern tip of Lebanon from 


Tripoli on the coast to the Syrian border 35 miles to 
the north, the sources said. 


Government sources said President Suleiman 


Franjieh was in close touch with Syrian President 
Hafez Assad over the new developments. 


The third cease-fire agreement in three days — 


the 25th in the nine-month civil war - was an- 
nounced for 9 p.m. but fierce fighting raged in Beirut 
and throughout the countryside. 


Official sources said Palestinian guerrilla leaders 


told Lebanese officials that they would not accept 
the truce unless the Syrian chief of staff, Maj. Gen. 
Hikmat Chehabi came to Beirut to personally super- 
vise it. 


Chehabi's presence was urgently requested but 


as of late Monday night, officials were still waiting 
for his reply, the sources said. 


U.S. Opposes 
Switch In Talks 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. 


(AP) - The United States 
warned the U.N. Security Coun- 
cil on Monday that any changes 
in the basic framework for Mid- 
dle East peace negotiations laid 
down in 1967 and 1973 "would be 
a setback for the chances of 
achieving true peace." 


An Arab committee agreed 


privately on an intended resolu- 
tion stating that Israeli 
withdrawal from all occupied 
Arab territory and Palestinian 
national rights should be "the 
basis for all international efforts 
and conferences organized 
within the framework of the 
United Nations" on the Middle 
East. 


The council adjourned Mon- 


day night until 3 p.m. EST 
Wednesday. 


U.S. Ambassador Daniel 


Patrick Moynihan spoke in a 
debate in which many countries 
have called for Palestinian 
national "rights" to be added to 
the main peace principles. These 
are Israeli withdrawal from oc- 
cupied Arab territories and Arab 
acknowledgement of Israel's 
right to exist — set forth in 
Resolution 242 in 1967 and 
augmented in Resolution 338 in 
1973. 


Moynihan said a durable solu- 


tion required that every effort be 
made to promote a resolution of 
the key issues on the basis of 
those two resolutions, "taking 
into account the legitimate in- 
terests of all the peoples in the 
area, including the Palestinian 
people." 


But he made dear that the 


United States was against the in- 
troduction of any new concept 
into the process without the con- 
sent of Israel, which is boycot- 
ting the week-old debate in 
protest at the participation of 


the Palestine Liberation 
Organization. 


Resolutions 242 and 338 have 


been accepted by Israel, Egypt, 
Jordan and Syria, belligerents in 
the 1967 war and designated par- 
ticipants in the dormant Geneva 
peace conference. 


"We understand the sen- 


timents and concerns" behind 
"the many possibilities of 
changes to our augmentation of 
these resolutions, and variations 
for the basic framework," that 
have been put forward in the 
debate, Moynihan said. 


But, he went on, "we cannot 


escape the reality of the situa- 
tion that when all parties have 
agreed to a framework, all of 
them must agree to changes in 
that framework. 


"Changes imposed on the par- 


ties and unacceptable to any one 
of them, however great the good 
will, will not work. That 
framework reflects the enor- 
mous complexities and in- 
terrelationships of the issues in- 
volved in a settlement, and to 
modify one part of it risks 
destroying it entirely." 


Since at the time Moynihan 


spoke an Arab committee had 
not announced completion of the 
drafting of a resolution, the am- 
bassador did not tell the council 
whether the United States would 
veto it. 


Later Ambassador A. Esmat 


Meguid of Egypt reported the 
Arabs had agreed on a resolution 
to put before the council. Arab 
sources indicated it called for 
recognition of Palestinian 
"rights" and Israeli withdrawal 
from all occupied Arab 
territories, both points certain to 
bring a U.S. veto. 


The sources said the Arabs 


had agreed on a militant resolu- 
tion after a week of squabbling.

Secret Talks Held On Angola Peace Initiative 


Washington (UPI) — Some of 


the old-line peace activists from 
the Vietnam war era were 
reunited in the chill on Capitol 
Hill Monday to protest U.S. in- 
volvement in the Angolan con- 
flict. 


"Welcome back, everyone," 


shouted Cora Weiss, one of the 
veteran demonstrators, at the 
rally outside the Capitol. 


Then, in a speech directed at 


the administration, she said: 
"The people who brought you 
peace in Vietnam will prevent 
you from bringing war in 
Angola." 


About 200 persons gathered in 


sunny but subfreezing weather 
and 
they 
responded 


enthusiastically to her speech 
and remarks by Rep. Bella Ab- 
zug, D-N.Y., activist David 
Dellinger and others. All the 
speakers drew a parallel 
between U.S. support for anti- 
Communist factions in Angola 
and the early days of American 
involvement in Vietnam. 


As the demonstrators rallied, 


technicians nearby unloaded

Moderate African states were 


holding secret talks Monday in a 
new initiative to bring peace to 
war-torn Angola, reliable 
sources in Zambia reported. 


The sources said states taking 


part in the talks sought a coali- 
tion government and the 
withdrawal of all foreign troops 
to end the civil war which has 
ravaged the oil- and mineral-rich 
former Portuguese colony since 
last August. 


The African initiative coin- 


cided with U.S. Secretary of 


State Henry A. Kissinger's 
preparations for talks in Moscow 
on Angola as well as strategic 
arms limitation. 


In Washington, President 


Ford berated Congress for 
taking actions detrimental to 
U.S. policy concerning the 
Angolan war. A ban on aid to 
factions in the Angolan war 
passed the Senate and is before 
the House of Representatives. 


Ford said in his State of the 


Union address that interference 
by Congress could mean the 
United States some day will not 


be able to "help our friends, 
sucb as in Angola, even in 
limited and carefully controlled 
ways." 


Sources in Lusaka, the capital 


of Zambia, said the African 
states plan to create a govern- 
ment of national unity by 
merging the Marxist Popular 
Movement — MPLA — and the 
pro-Western National Union — 
UNTTA. 


Toe plan, however, would 


exclude UNTTA's current ally, 
the National Front — FNLA — 
which has suffered serious 


military setbacks in northern 
Angola. 


Fighting continued in the 


southwest African country, with 
UNFTA forces planning a two- 
pronged offensive in the north 
and south, according to field 
reports reaching neighboring 
Zambia. 


UNTTA sources said the move- 


ment is planning to airlift 
several battalions numbering 
over 2,000 men to northern 
Angola to aid the FNLA which 
bas been mauled by Cuban 
troops leading MPLA forces. 


The MPLA at present controls 


a broad strip across the center of 
the country, dividing the two 
Western-supported movements. 


Taking part in the effort to 


form a coalition are the 22 
African states which at the re- 
cent meeting of the Organization 
of African Unity opposed 
recognition of the Soviet and 
Cuban-backed MPLA as the sole 
representative government of 
the former Portuguese territory. 


Cuba now has an estimated 9,- 


000 troops in Angola supporting 
the MPLA,

He said that the presence o f the Palestine 
Liberatio n Army tro o ps was tantamo unt to a "Sy rian 
inv asio n that threatens wo rld security .'’

brig ades were adv ancing with a co lumn o f armo red 
cars and artillery .

tio n — cro ssed fro m their base in Sy ria and jo ined 
Mo slem fo rces massing in the Akkar reg io n no rth o f 
Beirut and the Bekaa v alley east o f the capital. 


The presence o f the PLA tro o ps, which in the 
past hav e acted primarily as a po lice fo rce amo ng 
Palestinian camps in Sy ria, intro duced a po tentially 
ex plo siv e element in the Lebanese crisis.

winner-take-all procedure, the 
court left Ford and Reagan to 
fight for the largest bloc of con- 
vention delegates from any 
state. 


"We had always counted on it, 


so it makes no difference in our 
plans," said a spokesman for 
Ford's campaign committee. 


In Sacramento, Calif., Lyn 


Nofziger, Reagan's press 
secretary, said, "We have gone 
along from the very beginning 
assuming it was going to be 
winner take all. We'll just 
proceed as we have been 
proceeding."

Back 
In 
The 
Gutter

Wallace has lapsed for the first 
Irne in years into his true gutter 
style. At a news conference in 
Montgomery the other day, he 
cast off the respectable robes in 
which too many politicians and 
too much of the national press 
have tried to drape him and 
came out snarling and kicking 
like the alley fighter he is. 


The country was being run, he 


charged, by "thugs and federal 
judges " The sin of the latter 
was that they — or at least 
Federal Judge Frank M. John- 
son Jr. of Alabama — wanted 
"to create a hotel atmopshere" 
in Alabama's prisons. Further- 
more, said Wallace with un- 
erring political aim, these judges 
paid "no attention ... to the vic- 
tims of crime;" they only 
wanted to make common 
citizens "foot the bill to make 
the criminal comfortable." 


All in all, said Alabama's 


perennial governor and chronic 
presidential 
campaigner, 


another good vote for George 
Wallace was needed so that It 
"might give a political barbed 
wire enema to tome of the 
federal Judges In this country."

What evoked such pointed im- 


agery from the suave George 
Wallace the country has recently 
been seeing? A devastating fin- 
ding by Judge Johnson that the 
overcrowding, dilapidation, 
filth, "rampant violence and 
jungle atmosphere" of Alabama 
prisons "violate any current 
judicial definition of cruel and 
unusual punishment" and that 
the state had to undertake 
forthwith an expensive program 
to correct these "massive con- 
stitutional infirmities" in its 
prison system. 


As if in anticipation of 


Wallace's angry response. John- 
son said he acted "with a 
recognition that prisoners are 


not to be coddled, and prisons 
are not to be operated as hotels 
or country clubs." But this, he 
said, did not mean that the state 
could "operate prison facilities 
that are barbaric and in- 
humane." 


Just a few of Johnson's fin- 


dings — many of them conceded 
by state prison authorities, all 
supported by the evidence in 
three class action suite against 
Wallace and other state officials 
— will convey a sense of the 
horror of Alabama prisons:

In one area at Draper, housing 
well over 200 men, there is one 
functioning toilet." 


Food services are unsanitary, 


the food itself "unappetizing and 
unwholesome" and utensils are 
so poorly provided that some in- 
mates drink from used tin cans." 


Garbage "sits in large open 
drums throughout the dining 
halls." 


Virtually no rehabilitation, job 


training, educational or recrea- 
tion programs, "woefully in- 
adequate" mental health ser- 
vices, serious understaffing — 
383 guards against an estimated 
need of 692 — contribute to the 


fact that "robbery, rape, extor- 
tion, theft and assault are 
everyday occurrences" in the 
prison population, some of 
whom voluntarily subject 
themselves to isolation cells for 
protection, and almost all of 
whom carry some kind of 
weapon.

All these and other deficien- 


cies were findings of fact by 
Judge Johnson, but Wallace 
nevertheless is appealing the 
judge's order for improvements 
in prison conditions, and insisted 
at his news conference that 
"there has been no intentional 
neglect of prisons in Alabama." 
That was not the view of L. B. 
Sullivan, the head of the state's 
prison system until he resigned 
some months ago, charging that 
he could not get sufficient help 
from the state. 


And Johnson, noting that 


Alabama's defense In the triaU 
had been that the legislature 
would not provide adequate 
funds for the prisons, wrote in 
his opinion: "A state is not at 
liberty to afford its citizens only 
those constitutional righti which 
fit comfortably within its 
budget." 


Anyway, there is nothing on 


the record to show that George 
Wallace has ever made the 
slightest effort to win funding 
for improved prison conditions 
- and either he or his first wife, 
Mrs. Lurleen Wallace, has oc- 
cupied the Alabama governor's 
office since January, 1963, 
except for the years 1968 and 
1969. If Alabama's prisons are 
unconstitutionally "barbaric and 
inhumane," no one is more 
responsible than George Corley 
Wallace — which embarrassing 
fact is why the urbane presiden- 
tial candidate so suddenly 
reverted to the gutter.

Secretary of Agriculture Earl Bute told 


farmers in Iowa last week that the 
Agricultural Conservation Program is "the 
rural congressman's pork barrel. . . nine- 
tenths of this is a waste of money." His 
statement exacted an angry response from 
conservation and farm spokesmen across 
the nation and prompted comment once 
again that Bute has outlived his usefulness 
to agriculture in his present capacity. 


Congress allocated $175 million (by 


most comparisons a paltry sum; it is 
money, however, which yields lasting 
benefits if used properly) this year to use in 
providing matching grants to farmers to 
engage in certain conservation practices. 
Amounts parceled out to fanners in the 
states and territories range from $18,000 to 
the Virgin Islands to almost $14.8 million in 
Texas. 


Attempts have been made by Bute and 


others for several years to eliminate the 
program — for example, the move to sus- 
pend the Rural Environmental Assistance 
Program (REAP), as it was known then, 
about three years ago — but it has always 
been restored by Congress. 


The notion persists in some quarters, 


however, that the program is a waste of 
money. The reasons for the notion are at 
least twofold. 


One is that some folks in ad- 


ministrative or elective positions don't 
seem to understand that programs 
designed for long-range resource-saving 
benefits through conservation are as 


needed as the encouragement of im- 
mediate increases in production. 


Conservation practices aimed at long- 


range benefits — such as terracing and 
water impoundment — are the justification 
for ACP. They are aimed not at profit 
through increased production, but at soil 
and water conservation. Thus they help not 
only the farmer who puts in the im- 
provements, but those downstream. The 
benefit is widespread. 


Unfortunately, the second reason the 


program is under fire is that the money has 
not always been used for permanent im- 
provements but has been provided farmers 
to buy lime or fertilizer, for example, to in- 
crease production. Practices or treatments 
to increase profits are something the 
farmer should do for himself. 


It is to the abuses in the program that 


Bute directed his remarks about wasting 
money, we're sure. To that extent, he was 
right. But that does not mean that 
agricultural conservation programs using 
matching federal funds should be aban- 
doned. The program is a creative use of 
money witii immeasurable long-term 
benefits. 


Happily, the ACP program in 


Nebraska has a good reputation for tight 
administration. The emphasis is where it 
should be — narrowly focused on perma- 
nent improvements and practices. 


The emphasis nationwide needs to be 


on correcting abuses in the administration 
of conservation programs, not on aban- 
doning the encouragement of conservation. 


Acceptance At Last 


Last week the Legislature passed a 


resolution, which it probably didn't have to 
do, accepting the modern sculpture pieces 
which will adorn 1-80 rest stops. The Exon 
administration already had said it would 
sign contracts commissioning the sculp- 
tures for the state if the Legislature did not 
act by Feb. 1. Legally, legislative action 
was thought not to be necessary. 


At any rate, the issue is now resolved. 


The abstract pieces will now grace 
Nebraska roadsides, placed there for all 
time as part of the state's bicentennial 
salute to the nation. A proposal to initiate a 
parallel project featuring local artists 
creating in a representational mode was 


spurned by the senators. That was a 
curious twist. We thought that the hue and 
cry against the winning designs, which 
caused legislative inquiry into the sculpture 
project, had been interpreted by various 
politicians as supportive of an all-Nebraska 
project creating art that all Nebraskans 
could supposedly relate to. Apparently not. 


An end to the controversy is enough, 


however. We feel that the sculpture project 
as planned will capture the imagination of 
most Nebraskans and will be regarded in 
the future as a public treasure. Hopefully, 
the hemming and hawing by the 
Legislature has not resulted in damaging 
delay.

curious and puzzling phenomenon of suicide. The Star's articles 
of Jan. 10 by J. L. Schmidt were certainly among the most in- 
teresting and compassionate of these articles I have read. 


One ingredient missing, however, caught my attention by its 


absence. This ingredient, a key to over one-third of all suicides, 
is often overlooked because of the human tendency to miss the 
obvious — alcohol and alcoholism. 


Loneliness, depression and hopelessness are three of the 


key ingredients in suicide. (Many experts believe also that 
suicide is an act of anger — toward self and others.) These same 
ingredients play starring rotes in the life of each of the one in 
eight persons who become addicted to alcohol for what are still 
unknown reasons. 


The alienated feelings that permeate the life of the in- 


dividual unfortunate enough to contract alcoholism are a burden 
placed on them by those people who are only fortunate in that 
they have NOT become alcoholic. 


Those people who have by only a toss of the coin NOT been 


stricken with alcoholism must accept the responsibility to 
provide treatment rather man contempt for those wives, 
husbands or children who did lose the toss. 


When that is accepted as a matter of simple fart, the suicide 


rate among Americans will drop dramatically, as without the 
ridiculous stigma attached to alcoholism, alcoholic people will 
not as often be reduced to tne hopelessness that leads to suicide

There are some fundamental 
issues lurking vaguely around 
the edges of these primary elee- 
tion exhibitions in New 
Hampshire, Florida, Iowa and 
other spring-training camps:

so cia l well-being o f the peo ple?

In a world of increasingly 
powerful big labor unions and 
multi-national corporations at 
home, and centrally organized 
economies and cartels abroad, is 
it really reasonable to suppose 
that we will have less rather than 
more federal control in the next 
decade? 
Or that the states will match 
the federal government’s record 
of social progress over the last 
two generations? 
These are obviously questions 
on which serious men and 
women can divide, and they are 
being seriously debated by many 
private individuals and in­ 
stitutions all over America, but 
not by the candidates m the 
presidential campaign 
They a re hunting deleg a tes 
a nd hea dlines. The two ma jo r 
pa rties a re a v o iding the deba te 
beca use they suspect their ca n­ 
dida tes a re div ided o n the 
a nswers o r ha v e no a nswers.

Especially in thus preliminary 
phase of the campaign, when 
everything seems threatened but 
nothing has been settled in 
either party or among the bat­ 
talion of candidates, it may still 
be possible to bring some com­ 
mon public sense to bear on this 
present 
incoherent 
political 
process. 
The candidates, if they are 
pressed hard enough by the 
responsible voters and private 
institutions of the nation, cannot 
refuse to discuss the presiding 
questions of the coming years. 
Most of them are complaining, 
anyway, that they can ’t get a 
national audience and would 
welcome it. 


They could not, if asked, 
refuse to make their financial 
and medical records available, to 
indicate their preierence for vice 
president — a critical question 
after Agnew and Eagieton in 
1972, especially since the leading 
candidates in ’76 are now in their 
Sixties — and even to indicate 
what kind of cabinet they would 
appoint. 
The issue at this early phase 
of the campaign is not whether 
the people like what they see — 
obviously they don’t like it at all 
— but that they don’t see very 
much except the superficial 
political tactics and tricks of the 
old politics, 
The netwo rks, rea ching a 
na tio na l a udience, ha v e a specia l 
respo nsibility here. They ha v e 
the instrument a nd they ha v e the

The difficult and complex 
questions cannot be explored by 
a number of reporters in a hurry. 
It takes at least an hour by one 
or at most two carefully 
prepared reporters to question 
the candidates, with the utter­ 
most fairness, in order to get at 
the quality of the minds and 
characters of these men who 
hope to lead us into the 80 s. 


In a way, everybody now feels 
trapped in the old techniques of 
politics,

business, but there is nothing in 
the Constitution or even in the 
rules of the Federal Com­ 
munications Commission that 
says we can’t change it, and we 
still have time. 
After all, as Irving Kristol said 
in the Wall Street Journal the 
other day, there is something to 
be said tor old-fashioned conser­ 
vative “ stupidity,” but he added 
that “ There will always 
come time ... in the life of a na­

absence. This ingredient, a key to over one-third of all suicides, 
is often overlooked because of the human tendency to miss the 
obvious — alcohol and alcoholism. 
Loneliness, depression and hopelessness are three of the 
key ingredients in suicide. (Many experts believe also that 
suicide is an act of anger — toward self and others. / These same 
ingredients play starring roles in the life of each of the one in 
eight persons who become addicted to alcohol for what are still 
unknown reasons 
The alienated feelings that permeate the life of the in­ 
dividual unfortunate enough to contract alcoholism are a burden 
placed on them by those people who are only fortunate in that 
they have NOT become alcoholic. 
Those people who have by only a toss of the com NOT been 
stricken with alcoholism must accept the responsibility to 
provide treatment rather than contempt for those wives, 
husbands or children who did lose the toss. 
When that is accepted as a matter of simple fact, the suicide 
rate among Americans will drop dramatically, as without the 
ridiculous stigma attached to alcoholism, alcoholic people will 
not as often be reduced to the hopelessness that leads to suicide

The on-agam, off-again liquor license debate 


is off once again. 


City Councilman Max Denney Monday 


withdrew- his proposed change in the city's liquor 
license policy, admitting his latest plan would just 
"add confusion on top of confusion." 


Councilman John Robinson couldn't figure 


out why Denney introduced the legislation in the 
first place, "if you didn't plan to go through with 
it " 


Denney said he scratched his latest plan to 


add new licenses to Lincoln "on some kind of 
reasonable basis" to give the Legislature time to 
consider a proposed bill. 


That measure, LB658, would limit the 


number of liquor licenses permitted in every 
county to one for every 1.500 residents. Lincoln 
would be covered by such a law. 


Under Denney's formula, about two new 


licenses would be created this year, with three in 
1977 Denney figured that about five licenses 
would be allowed every two years if the city's 
population growth rate continued at its present 
rate of 2% annually. 


Denney said the intent of his proposal was to 


base the city's license quota on some kind of 
legal, rational basis. 


Attempts Fail 


In the past several years, several lawmakers 


have unsuccessfully attempted to tie the number 
of liquor licenses in the city to a population 
figure. 


The city's present policy places a lid on the 


number of licenses at 135. 


But, due to a recent decision by the State 


Liquor Control Commission, Lincoln now has 136 
licenses. Or maybe 137 licenses. 


City Atty. Charles Humble said he's not sure 


and is having the city clerk's office make a check. 


The State Liquor Control Commission has 


gone along with the council's numbers policy in 
the past. In 1972, however, the state agency 
awarded two new licenses, bringing the city's 
quota to the present 135 level. 


3 Applications OKd 


Humble reported that the commission ap- 


proved three applications last Friday. The council 
recommended approval of one license, denied 
one and deadlocked on the third. 


The commission said, "this was such a 


mixed-up mess that if we (city) couldn't get it 
straightened out, they weren't going to attempt to 
either," explained Humble. 


The commission approved the applications of

Talk of revising the city 
charter, the blueprint of City 
government, has been heard on 
more than one front recently. 
First there is talk of revision 
from the “ establishment” in the 
form of amendments proposed 
by the Charter Revision Com­ 
mission, which is formally part 
and parcel of City Hall. 
Lately there has also been talk 
of revision from a grassroots 
organization of businessmen 
called the Lincoln Citizens Com­ 
mittee. 
Water, Electric Rates 
According to Ralph Reed, who 
is president of the organization, 
the group decided to seek 
revisions when they received 
what they felt were inadequate 
explanations for increases in 
water and electric rates. 
“ It was a confusing, piecemeal 
sort of thing,” Reed said of his 
attempt to fathom the workings 
of the city’s appointed boards 
and elected bodies. 
“ We decided to go to the 
.source of things and go back to 
the charter,” he said. 
The organizers of the group 
are political conservatives, but 
have “ no political axes to 
grind,” according to Reed. 
Reed said he feels the com­ 
mittee would be happy with a 
simplification of city govern­ 
ment, with responsibilities clear­ 
ly defined, and a reduction of 
bureaucracy. 
Plans Unknown 
The group has never stated in 
precise terms exactly what 
changes it would like to see in 
the charter and Reed dodged 
attempts to pin down those 
points. 
The general thrust of his com­ 
ments on the group's aims, 
however, was that it generally 
feels city government needs a 
wholescale shakeup. 
“ We need to get back to basic 
law,” Reed said at one point. 
The group is attempting 
something that apparently has 
never been accomplished in the 
city’s history — the calling of a 
charter convention.

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Body Scanner Decision Put Off

The Nebraska Board of Health voted 


Monday to buy a little time — time which 
will be used to study the acquisition by 
Nebraska hospitals of costly whole body 
scanners. 


By a vote of 8-2 with one abstention, 


board members okayed a motion directing 
the State Department of Health to 
withhold acceptance of future applications 
for the purchase of the computerized axial 
tomography (CAT) scanners pending 
further study. 


Last month, the board rejected, by a 6-4 


vote, a recommendation that would have 
placed a moratorium on the purchase of 
CAT scanners. 


That recommendation had been sub- 


mitted by the advisory council to the 
Health Department's Division of Hospitals 
and Medical Facilities. 


Review Required 


Under federal law, the Division of 


Hospitals and Medical Facilities is required 
to review hospital projects that involve 
expenditures of more than $100,000. 


The scanners — which provide X-rays of 


the entire body — cost from $280,000 to 
$500.000 per unit. 


Dr. Clarence Davis Jr. of Osceola, who 


introduced the motion, said "we 
need... a little bit more time" to insure 
that the guidelines used by the Division of 
Hospitals and Medical Facilities in 


reviewing scanner applications are sound. 


At present, a task force appointed by the 


division is working on a set of guidelines to 
be used in conjunction with scanner 
application reviews. 


Davis and other board members who 


voted for the measure want the Health 
Department to wait until those guidelines 
are prepared before proceeding with any 
more applications. 


'Not Satisfied' 


Dr. Henry Smith, director of the depart- 


ment, told board members, "We're not 
satisfied with the criteria we have to work 
with" in reviewing the scanner 
applications. 


Dr. V. Franklin Colon of Friend, who op- 


posed the motion on the grounds that it 
didn't set any time limit on the application 
moratorium, pointed out that "there's a 
two-year time lag" now between the 
ordering and the installation of the equip- 
ment. 


Colon called the scanners worthwhile 


devices that "help in the detection of dis- 
ease." 


"I agree that these are a potentially great 


diagnostic tool," Davis responded. But "we 
need to know more about cost... and the 
extent of personnel involvement. 


Number Questioned 


"I don't question the need for them," 


but rather how many scanners are needed 
in the state, Davis said. 


Thus far, two Omaha and two Lincoln 


hospitals have submitted scanner acquisi- 
tion applications to the Health Depart- 
ment. 


The Omaha applications were approved 


several months ago. 


An application submitted by Lincoln 


General is currently in the review process, 
according to Jim Nordstrom, assistant 
director of health. A similar proposal sub- 
mitted by Bryan Memorial Hospital is also 
being studied, although it has not officially 
entered the review process. 


Contacted after the board meeting, 


Nordstrom said both Lincoln hospitals are 
still "in the game," unless, in the case of 
Bryan, a flaw is found in the proposal. 


In other action, the board approved a 


motion directing the board's legislative 
committee to consider proposing legisla- 
tion that would require hospitals and nurs- 
ing homes to submit detailed operational 
and financial data to the board. 


More Information 


Although the board does have access to 


some data of this kind, board Chairman 
Ken Witt said more specific information is 
needed in order for the board to function 
effectively. 


When one board member asked if such 


information is not the facilities' "own 
business," Witt responded, "It's absolutely 
not their own business" because they 
receive public tax dollars through 
programs such as Medicare and Medicaid.

Body Of Omaha Man 
Found In Iowa Culvert 


Council Bluffs (UPI) — A 


body found in a culvert near the 
western Iowa community of 
Neola was identified Monday as 
that of an Omaha resident.

Ford said Sallis's body was

The 
body was found in a culvert un- 
derneath the highway. 


Ford said identification was 


made through a cooperative ef- 
fort between his office and 
Omaha police. Ford said it 
appeared Sallis was shot late 
Saturday night or early Sunday. 


No weapon was found at the 


scene, and Ford said Sallis's 
body showed no outward signs of 
violence other than the gunshot 
wound. 


"As to what actually 


happened," Ford said, "I would 
even want to speculate. Our in- 
vestigation is in the preliminary 


stages now. We have several 
leads, but we're not sure how 
valid they are." 


Ford said Sallis weighed about 


190 pounds, had a goatee and 
was wearing a tan leisure suit 
and a print shirt.

further study . 
Last mo nth, the bo ard rejected, by a 64 
vo te, a reco mmendatio n that wo uld have 
placed a mo rato rium o n the purchase o f 
CAT scanners. 
That reco mmendatio n had been sub­ 
mitted by the adviso ry co uncil to the 
Health Department's Divisio n o f Ho spitals 
and Medical Facilities. 
Review Required 
Under federal law, the Divisio n o f 
Ho spitals and Medical Facilities is required 
to review ho spital pro jects that invo lve 
ex penditures o f mo re than $ 100,000. 
The scanners — which pro vide X-ray s o f 
the entire bo dy — co st fro m $ 280,000 to 
$ 500,000 per unit. 
Dr. Clarence Davis Jr o f Osceo la, who 
intro duced the m o tio n, said “ we 
need . . . a little bit mo re time” to insure 
that the guidelines used by the Divisio n o f 
Ho spitals and Medical Facilities in 


reviewing scanner applicatio ns are so und. 
At present, a task fo rce appo inted by the 
divisio n Is wo rking o n a set o f guidelines to 
be used in co njunctio n with scanner 
applicatio n reviews. 
Davis and o ther bo ard members who 
vo ted fo r the measure want the Health 
Department to wait until tho se guidelines 
are prepared befo re pro ceeding with any 
mo re applicatio ns. 
No t Satisfied’ 
Dr. Henry Smith, directo r o f the depart­ 
ment, to ld bo ard members, “We’re no t 
satisfied with the criteria we have to wo rk 
w ith “ 
in review ing the scanner 
applicatio ns. 
Dr. V. Franklin Co lo n o f Friend, who o p­ 
po sed the mo tio n o n the gro unds that it 
didn't set any time limit o n the applicatio n 
mo rato rium, po inted o ut that “there’s a 
two -y ear time lag” no w between the 
o rdering and the installatio n o f the equip­ 
ment. 
Co lo n called the scanners wo rthwhile 
devices that “ help in the detectio n o f dis­ 
ease.” 
“1 agree that these are a po tentially great 
diagno stic to o l," Davis respo nded. But “we 
need to kno w mo re abo ut co st. . . and the 
ex tent o f perso nnel invo lvement, 
Number Questio ned 
“I do n’t questio n the need fo r them,” 
but rather ho w many scanners are needed 
in the state, Davis said.

PSC Directive 
Said 'Gog Rule'

Amid disclaimers that they are 


not "gagging" their staff, a 
three-man majority of the 
Nebraska Public Service Com- 
mission Monday passed a direc- 
tive limiting staff contact with 
the press and the staff's ability 
to initiate action. 


Eric Rasmussen of Fairmont, 


the lone commissioner to dis- 
agree with the directive, termed 
it a "gag rule" which curtails 
minority commission members' 
access to staff. 


"I can't believe you're serious 


with this piece of trash," 
Rasmussen told his fellow com- 
missioners when the subject was 
raised. 


Commissioner Duane Gay of 


Columbus countered that it is 
not a gag rule but is intended to 
avoid public misunderstandings 
about the commission's actions. 
Gay said commission depart- 
ment heads requested the direc- 
tive. 


The Directive 


Gay's directive states: 


"Henceforth, no department 
head, attorney or staff member 
will make a decision or go 
forward with any matter in the 
name of this commission beyond 
their normal day-to-day routine 
responsibilities charged to their 
position unless and until the 
recorded majority of the com- 
mission so directs. 


"This directive includes, but is 


not limited to, such matters as 
recommending legislative bills, 
preparing other than routine 
orders, press releases, deter- 
mining which staff members will 
participate in hearings, audits, 
investigations and similar 
matters." 


Rasmussen, who in recent 


months has found himself 
voicing a minority viewpoint, 
said the directive is "only a 
method of censorship and an 
attempt to control minority 
members with a ' gag rule' in 
determining how/and when a 
commissioner has access-to staff 
— thus effectively limiting any 
opportunity to present both 
sides of an issue." 


Effectiveness Said Hurt 


The directive, he said, will 


only serve to sap the com- 
mission's effectiveness in future 
regulatory matters. 


Commissioner James Munnel- 


ly of Omaha said the directive is 
needed to ensure the staff's ac- 
tions are in agreement with a 


majority of the commissioners' 
wishes. 


"This is not a gag of any type," 


Munnelly said. "It will be good 
for the staff and will eliminate a 
gray area that has existed." 


Commissioner Jack Romans 


of Ord said the order is "a good 
idea" and added that it does not 
prevent any commissioner from 
making statements on his behalf. 


The fifth 
commissioner, 


Robert T. Marland of Lincoln, is 
on his semi-annual vacation to 
the Caribbean and was not pre- 
sent for the vote. 


Staff Could Help 


Asked whether the directive 


would prevent a commissioner 
from having a staff member 
prepare a rate order, for in- 
stance, for his presentation to 
the commission, Gay said it 
would not 


When asked to give an incident 


which made him feel the direc- 
tive was needed, Gay offered a 
news story which indicated a 
commissioner mentioned possi- 
ble deregulation of sand haulers 
and taxicabs. 


However, discussion of the 


directive indicated it would not 
prevent a commissioner from 
speaking on his own behalf. 


In related developments: 
—Ed Finigan of the Nebraska 


Telephone Association said an 
Associated Press story about 
LB768 was in error. The bill 
would allow certain rates and 
services to become effective if 
the commission had not acted 
upon it within 45 days. 


Finigan said the bill applies

Because of unclear procedures 


to serve handicapped children's 
vocational needs, the Nebraska 
Special Education Advisory 
Council debated Monday 
whether those students are being 
shorted in use of federal dollars 
and training sites. 


The opinion of the council was 


that technical community 
colleges could help by main- 
taining less confusing ties with 
public schools and educational 
service units. 


Robert E. Draney, deputy 


director of the Nebraska Educa- 
tion Department division of 
rehabilitation services, said the 
state special education law is 
"blank" concerning vocational 
rehabilitation. 


Part of the problem, Draney 


said, is that voc-rehab is a state- 
federal program which serves on 
an individual need basis those up 
to age 21, rather than offering 
school-like programs But men- 
tal retardation funds are normal- 


ly available for those offered to 
or through agencies. 


While Draney cited the 


possiblity of voc-rehab field 
counselors working with local 
programs, he pointed out that 
the staff is limited. Further, 
eligiblity standards vary among 
programs and agencies. 


Thus, tundmg through state 


government to agencies is 
frequently "up in the air," he 
said, because the Legislature 
must earmark federal dollars 
allotted to voc-rehab, and that is 
subject to administrative inter- 
pretations. 


Draney said now the question 


is whether voc-rehab services 
should be provided directly or 
whether services should be 
purchased from public schools, 
ESUs or mental retardation of- 
fices 


Draney said voc-rehab services 


are funded 20-80% state-federal. 
If the 80% is underused or 
reallocated improperly, that in- 


creases the bill to oublic schools, 
which must then pay up to 100% 
for offering required programs. 


Council members were told 


better use of the limited voc- 
rehab tederal funds would in- 
crease services without in- 
creasing state expenditures. 


The group was told that 


Nebraska is short on voc-rehab 
facilities to serve severely men- 
tally retarded and handicapped 
youngsters, particularly those 
beyond high school age. 


That prompted talk about 


using the technical community 
colleges' expertise and space in- 
stead of forcing the students to 
sit at home after they're 18 and 
no longer eligible for public 
school programs 


The State Board of Education 


has endorsed raising the special 
education program limit to age 
21. The council also discussed a 
new federal incentive for serving 
pre-school students, a proposal 
the state board tabled.

Omaha (AP) — The quality of 


water in Nebraska's Little Blue 
River Basin needs improvement, 
a new state study says. 


The study by the Nebraska 


National Resources Commis- 
sion says action should be taken 
to keep pollutants out of rivers 
and streams, prevent erosion, 
minimize fertilizer loss, reduce 
pesticide contamination and 
better dispose of wastes. 


A public hearing on the 130- 


page study will be held Jan. 28 in 
Davenport. 


The basin generally is south- 


east from Minden and Hastings 
to the Kansas border south of 
Fairbury. 


The study said Davenport, 


Blue Hill, Lawrence, Alexan- 
dria, Carleton, Clay Center and 
Fairbury have top sewage 
treatment priorities among 
larger communities, and Belvi- 
dere. Heartwell, Oak, Ohiowa, 
Reynolds, and Steele City among 
smaller communities. 


Water quality violations were 


found at 10 locations on the Lit- 
tle Blue or Big Sandy Creek 
between 1970 and 1974. Of 26 
solid waste disposal sites in the 
area, 10 have surface drainage 
problems, but none has'a leach- 
-accewciea 
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ing problem, it said 


Eighteen communities, with a 


total population of more than 1,- 
200, have no municipal sewage 
collection or treatment fa- 
cilities, it added. 


Soil erosion averages about 4.9 


tons per acre per year, and about 
47% of cropland has adequate 
conservation treatment, it said. 


About 96% of groundwater 


used in the basin was withdrawn 
for irrigation and 1% for 
municipal use, the study es- 
timated. Groundwater use for 
irrigation and municipal use is 
expected to double by 1985. 


The study, one of a series the 


department is doing on state 
basins, made a number of rec- 
ommendations. Among them- 


—Disposing of sewage waste 


waters on soil and in lagoons, 
where possible, instead of using 
small mechanical plants. 


—Connecting new sources of 


wastewater to existing sewers. 


—Avoiding construction of 


new treatment plants and septic 
tanks, by using existing central 
facilities. 


—Creating a system of pro- 


tected 
flows for Nebraska 


streams 


—Passing legislation to re- 


quire that sewage treatment 
plant operators be trained and 
certified. 


Federal law requires states to 


prepare plans to assure com- 
munities remain eligible to re- 
ceive construction.

"What is now the lower 


playground was not developed" 
when Harold Scott entered Ran- 
dolph's second grade classes in 
1926. This area, where a little 
creek ran and willow trees and 
various bushes grew, "was off- 
lirmts to students then," he said. 


Scott, head of the social 


studies department and coach of 
track and cross-country at Lin- 
coln High, added that although 
the area could not be used 
during school hours because of 
lack of teacher supervision, "it 
was a busy place on Saturdays 
and Sundays." Both Scott and 
Pfeiff remember using the area 
on weekends for neighborhood 
football games and practices in 
the fall and for ice skating in the 
winter. 


Many Randolph students 


witnessed history in the making. 


For example, "when the 


Capitol was being built, children 
could see the Sower being 
hoisted to the top of the struc- 
ture from the second floor win- 
dows looking west," said Mrs. 
Eileen Kelley, media specialist 
at the school. 


Open Air Classroom 


In the 1920's, when tuber- 


culosis presented a serious 
threat, the school set up an open 
air classroom, Mrs. Kelley 
added. 


"Children who were un- 


derweight or had frequent colds 
spent some time in the 
classroom every day," she said. 
"There were cots for resting and 
exercise routines. And the 
temperature was kept down so 
that they really had to dress 
warm." 


Now, however, the ever- 


present threat of TB has come 
and gone, the Capitol has long 
been built and as the population 
of Lincoln has grown, so has 
Randolph school. 


Student population at the 


school has fluctuated from 493 in 
1930 and 373 in 1940 to 729 in 
1955. Current enrollment stands 
at 512 students and the teaching 
and administrative staffs 
number over 30. 


Since school attendance 


generally has increased and 
teaching methods have changed 
to the open classroom technique, 


Randolph's physical structure 
also has changed. 


Originally, the 53,578 square 


foot school was built for a cost of 
$138,000, according to Mrs. 
Phyllis Krueger, PTA president- 
elect. During the 1950s, three ad- 
ditions were 
constructed 


providing 14 more classrooms 
and bringing the total size to 78,- 
244 square feet. Although the 
original structure and three ad- 
ditions cost $475,000, Mrs. 
Krueger pointed out, "the 
replacement cost as of January 
1975 was well over $2 million." 


Although the past 50 years 


hold many memories for former 
teachers and students of Ran- 
dolph, the actual history of the 
school begins long before the 
1926 building date of the current 
structure. 


The original Randolph School 


was built in 1901 at 26th and 
Randolph. Plans for this school 
were conceived in 1868 by 
Lyman Frost, who provided an 
upper room of his home as a 
classroom for eight children un- 
til the four-room, brick school 
was completed 


It was at this school that the 


original Randolph PTA Associa- 
tion was organized, Mrs. 
Krueger said. 


"Only five grades were offered 


at this school,' she added. "But 
as the number of children in the

If you're a 
good guesser you make the 
slam, but you shouldn't really 
find yourself in this pickle. With 
proper play at the start, you can 
guarantee the slam against any 
and all distributions. 


The correct approach is to 


lead a low spade to the ace at 
trick two, deliberately shunning 
the finesse. You then lead a low 
spade from dummy and, 
regardless of how the spades 
are divided, you now have 
twelve sure tricks. 


Let's look at the actual case 


first. East can't afford to rise 
with the king, as that would 
hand you four spade tricks and 
the slam, so you win the spade 
with the queen. 


Even though West shows out 


you are still in fine shape. All 
you-have to do to insure the 
slam is play a low diamond to 
the ace and finesse the jack on 
the way back. Win or lose, you 
have twelve ironclad tricks. 


Had West held the K-1044 of 


spades, your task would have 
been that much simpler. East 
would fail on the second spade 
lead and you would easily score 
four spade tricks. The question 
of a diamond finesse would 
never enter the picture at all. 
Yon would have tricks to burn.

The proliferation of summer 


basketball camps in recent years 
has caused some coaches and 
players to look down their noses 
at them. 


Sidney coach Joe Folda has 


never had that attitude. In fact, 
he credits a camp in Durango, 
Colo., last June for the Red 
Raiders' 9-1 start this season and 
No. 1 Class B rating in the Sun- 
day Journal and Star. 


"I really believe in basketball 


camps," Folda says, "and I real- 
ly believe in taking a large 
number of kids from the same 
school to attend the same 
camp.'' 


Sixteen Sidney athletes 


attended the week-long camp in 
the mountains near Durango. 
"It's the best camp I've ever 
been to," says Folda. "It was a 
super experience for all of us. 


"If we hadn't gone to that 


camp," he adds, "I seriously 
doubt if we would be off to such 
a fast start this season." 


Folda and 11 of his athletes 


loaded into two station wagons 
for the trip to Durango. Five 
others flew to the camp from 
Denver. 


Relaxing Experience 


"It was a chance lotjjl of us - 


to get away from everybody and 
everything and concentrate 
totally on basketball," Folda 
recalls. "It also gives you chance 
to get closer with your athletes 
and talk about things other than 
basketball." 


Folda cites two camp 


experiences "which definitely 
helped our kids gain confidence 
in themselves after we lost an 
all-stater in Chuck Haupt." 


First, Don Meyer, head coach 


at David Lipscomb College in 
Nashville, Tenn., "spent two 
hours of his own time, analyzing 
problems two of our kids were 
having with their shooting. He's 
one of the top shooting coaches 
in the country. After he was 
done with those two kids, their 
confidence soared." 


Meyer also handled defense at 


the camp and, according to 
Folda, "anytime be wanted to 


demonstrate something or set up 
a new drill, he'd call on the 
Sidney players to help him. 


Ebjoy Defense 


"Our kids are hard-working 


and really like to play defense," 
he points out. "I knew they 
could pick up the scoring slack, 
too. The camp helped them grow 
together. They were ready for 
the challenge." 


Folda, in his third year at 


Sidney after coaching four years 
at Denver Holy Family High 
School, also stresses rebounding. 


Although the Red Raiders' 


tallest starter is only 6-3, they've 
outrebounded all 10 opponents 
this season by an average of 
more than 10 per game. 


Sidney's dominance also is 


reflected in a 76-point scoring 
average and a 53.9-point defen- 
sive average. That's an average 
win spread of 22.1 points. 


Steve Cook (6-3) leads Sidney 


scoring with a 16-point average. 
Six-two Jaye Kieselhorst and 6-3 
Jay Schmidt each own 13-point 
averages. 


Greg Schilreff, Mark Rogers 


and Jeff Peetz take turns star- 
ting at guard. Each is averaging 
approximately eight points a 
game.

"No. 1 is nice," says Folda, ad- 


ding: "We've just got to keep 
improving. I know the other top 
teams will. Our immediate goal 
is to win the Western 
Conference. But I also know the 
kids have that Lexington- 
Holdrege weekend (Feb. 13 and 
14 in Sidney) in the backs of their 
minds."

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Fans Cheer Steelers: 
'Twice Is Not Enough' 


PITTSBURGH (AP) - Despite a school strike, 


a corporate scandal and assorted other woes, all 
seemed well Monday for an estimated 100,000- 
phis persons who welcomed back the Pittsburgh 
Steelers, winners and still Super Bowl champions. 


"Twice Is Not Enough" said one sign held by 


fans who waited in freezing temperatues to 
glimpse buses carrying the Steelers. Police Supt. 
Robert Coll said the crowd totalled more than 
100,000 persons. 


The buses turned left onto Grant Street just in 


front of the Public Safety Building, where about 
190 arrested celebrants were held Sunday night 
on drunk and disorderly charges. 


Escorted by a high school band and a phalanx 


of police on motorcylces and horseback, the buses 
made their way through the jubilant crowd as 
young and old cheered. 


"We're No.l, We're No. L" the crowd chanted 


as the buses moved past the city-county building, 
where this city's striking teachers union was fined 
another $10,000 Monday in its seven-week-old 
strike. 


Dozens of youth perched on the walls of the 


court building were led in cheers by a bearded 
man. He carried a small girl on his shoulders, an 
open can of beer on one hand. Other fans threw 
firecrackers. 


The lead motorcycles growled and the crowd 


stepped back as the buses passed. Coach Chuck 
Voll waved from the first bus. On the aisle across 
from him, Mayor Peter Flaherty showed a toothy 
smile to potential voters. 


Shredded paper streamed from office windows 


as the buses moved further down streets past 
the headquarters of Gulf Oil Corp., which let fly 
with paper of another sort last week—a 300-pale 
report on political gifts that resulted in the ouster 
of its board chairman. 


Some fans pounded the buses as they moved 


further down Grant Street past the federal court 
building, where the U.S. attorney's office is 
reportedly at work on a massive investigation of 
bail bond abuses in this area. 


"Show your Steeler support. Put a pennant in 


your hand," yelled a huckster. "Get your Steeler 
panties here." chimed in two girls selling 
souvenir undergarments, inscribed with the mot- 
to, "Pull them down Steelers." 


The crowd was mostly orderly, and rosy- 


cheeked children giggled as their parents held 
them in the air to see the buses. Police focused 
mainly on traffic control, but some officers did 
take beer and wine from teen-agers. 


After plowing slowly but surely through the 


crowd, the buses shook free and sped back to the 
Greater Pittsburgh International Airport, where 
players, coaches and officials went their separate 
ways in their own autos. 


The Steelers are already lining up postseason 


appearances to augment their playoff earnings, 
though 10 players still have a date to play in the 
Pro Bowl. 


Of coursa, all isn't well with the Pro Bowl 


either. Talks remain deadlocked in a dispute 
between players and owners over pensions. The 
Pro Bowl may be cancelled.

NEW YORK (AP) - Only once or twice in a 


generation does any team so dominate a sport that 
its legacy and accomplishments are remembered 
and repeated by the generations that follow. 


The Pittsburgh Steelers could be the next one, 


joining the Green Bay Packers of a decade ago, the 
Boston Celtics of the 1960s, the New York Yankees 
of the '50s and '60s. 


They are at destiny's doorstep, perhaps one or 


two Super Bowl victories removed from the stuff of 
which legends are made. 


The opportunity comes to few, and that perhaps 


is what Coach Chuck Noll had in mind Tuesday 
morning in Miami. 


"This is not a plateau," he said. "We don't view 


it that way. It's not like climbing a mountain and 
looking for a safe spot. It's more like walking a 
tight rope. If you look down, you get dizzy. And if 
you waver, the fall is very fast." 


Now it's up to the Steelers, to either mpve to un- 


broken ground—a third straight Super Bowl 
title—or to waver and fall. They have the tools to 
keep going. 


Among the Steelers' 22 starters, only two, 


linebacker Andy Russell and center Ray Mans- 
field, are over 29 years old. Both are 34 and near 
retirement, but the club has depth. 


The afficionados of the sport say the key to 


greatness is defense. The Steelers have it, and there 
is no reason to believe their unit will do anything 
but get better. Here's why: 


On the front line, L.C. Greenwood and Joe 


Greene are 29, Ernie Holmes is 27 and Dwight 
White is 26. Backup Steve Fumess, who could 
probably start for any other team, is 25 and proven. 
And rookie end John Banaszak performed well this 
season. 


Should Russell retire, he will ikely be replaced by 


three-year veteran Loren Toews, 25, regarded as a 
future star. And he would join Jack Ham, 27, and 
Jack Lambert, 23, in a trio that would probably still 
be regarded as the league's best linebacking group. 


The Steeler secondary may be the club's 


youngest, most experienced and best unit. De- 
fensive Player of the Year Mel Blount is 27. He is 
joined by J.T. Thomas, 24; Mike Wagner, 26, and 
Glen Edwards, 28. When they need relief, there is 
s e c o n d-year man Donnie Shell—the terror of 
Pittsburgh's special teams—and top draft choice 
Dave Brown. 


Not counting Russell, the average age of the 


defense is less than 27. And it is very experienced, 
because most of these people have started since 
they were rookies. 


Offensively, minus Mansfield, the average age is 


just over 26. And while the offense is not as potent 
as the defense, it is consistent, explosive and should 
get better. 


Wide receivers Lynn Swann and John Stallworth

NEW YORK (AP) — Only once or twice in a 
generation does any team so dominate a sport that 
its legacy and accomplishments are remembered 
and repeated by the generations that follow. 
The Pittsburgh Steelers could be the next one, 
joining the Green Bay Packers of a decade ago. the 
Boston Celtics of the 1960s, the New York Yankees 
of the ’50s and ’60s. 
They are at destiny’s doorstep, perhaps one or 
two Super Bowl victories removed from the stuff of 
which legends are made. 
The opportunity comes to few, and that perhaps 
is what Coach Chuck Noll had in mind Tuesday 
morning in Miami. 
“This is not a plateau,” he said. “ We don’t view 
it that way. It's not like climbing a mountain and 
looking for a safe spot. It’s more like wallting a 
tight rope. If you look down, you get dizzy. And if 
you waver, the fall is very fast.” 
Now it’s up to the Steelers, to either move to un­ 
broken ground—a third straight Super Bowl 
title—or to waver and fall. They have the tools to 
keep going. 
Among the Steelers’ 22 starters, only two, 
linebacker Andy Russell and center Ray Mans­ 
field, are over 29 years old. Both are 34 and near 
retirement, but the club has depth. 
The afficionados of the sport say the key to 
greatness is defense. The Steelers have it. and there 
is no reason to believe their unit will do anything 
but get better. Here’s why: 


On the front line, L.C. Greenwood and Joe 
Greene are 29, Ernie Holmes is 27 and Dwight 
White is 26. Backup Steve Furness, who could 
probably start for any other team, is 25 and proven. 
And rookie end John Banaszak performed well this 
season. 
Should Russell retire, he will ikely be replaced by 
three-year veteran Loren Toews. 25, regarded as a 
future star. And he would join Jack Ham, 27, and 
Jack Lambert, 23, in a trio that would probably still 
be regarded as the league’s best iinebacking group. 
The Steeler secondary may be the club s 
youngest, most experienced and best unit. De­ 
fensive Player of the Year Mel Blount is 27. He is 
joined by J.T. Thomas, 24; Mike Wagner, 26, and 
Glen Edwards, 28. When they need relief, there is 
s e c o n d-year man Donnie Shell—the terror of 
Pittsburgh’s special teams—and top draft choice 
Dave Brown. 
Not counting Russell, the average age of the 
defense is less than 27. And it is very experienced, 
because most of these people have started since 
they were rookies. 
Offensively, minus Mansfield, the average age is 
just over 26. And while the offense is not as potent 
as the defense, it is consistent, explosive and should 
get better. 
Wide receivers Lynn Swann and John Stallworth 
are both 23 and Frank Lewis is 28. Terry Bradshaw 
is 27, and among the four there are 15 years of solid 
playing experience.,

Baseball Hearing Ready 


KANSAS CITY (AP) - A federal judge huddled 
with attorneys for major league baseball owners 
and payers Monday to shape the court battle that 
could determine the destiny of the sport's con­ 
troversial reserve clause. 
U.S. District Court Judge John W. Oliver 
recessed an evideniary hearing in hope of 
narrowing a list of 107 suggested findings submited 
by attorney's for the owners and 18 submitted by 
counsel for the players The findings were in a 76- 
page brief by the owners and a 45-page brief by the 
players, both filed late Friday. 
The owners, in a suit filed by Ewing Kauffman 
of the Kansas City Royals, seek to overturn a ruling 


last month by arbitrator Peter Seitz. 
Seitz ruled that pitchers Andy Messersmith of the 
Los Angeles Dodgers and Dave McNally of the 
Montreal Expos had become free agents by playing 
out the option year of their contracts. That ruling, 
if upheld, would nullify the reserve clause which 
for 100 years has allowed club owners to unilateral­ 
ly renew a player’s contract each year 


Judge Oliver said he hoped his meeting with at­ 
torneys would “ determine whether there is some 
limited area of factual agreement.” 
He said there was no disagreement between the 
two sides on some points made, and only limited 
disagreement on other points.

This year it's important we play to 
win." 


NHL Permits 
Blues' Move 


PHILADELPHIA (UPI) - The St. 


Louis Blues, bitterly upset at what they con- 
sider a lack of cooperation from city of- 
ficials, received unanimous approval from 
the National Hockey League's Board of 
Governors Monday to tranfer their franchise 
to another city or to sell the team to another 
owner. 


It is the first time in modem history the 


NHL has given a team permission to move 
its franchise. 


"He didn't give us any chief reason for this 


action," NHL President Clarence Campbell 
said of the Blues' president, Sid Salomon m. 
"He recited a whole series of problems his 
building has encountered that he feels 
woula inhibit his movements as an 
operator if they're not improved." 


The Blues, although they have had no 


trouble drawing fans, sought permission 
to move because they are unhappy with 
their tax situation in St. Louis. The club's 
main complaint is a 5 per cent amuse- 
ment tax which is charged to them on ticket 
sales in addition to a 4^ per cent city and 
state sales tax. They receive no tax breaks 
from the city. 


The Blues recently disclosed they have 


some financial problems including an es- 
timated $2 million a year loss on the St. 
Louis Arena where they play their home 
games. 


Insisting his team would win, Shero did not 


explain how he would motivate players who often 
find an all-star game a needless exercise during the 
long season. 


He did not agree with the concept that players 


find the game a waste of time. "Hockey players are 
notorious for minimizing their achievements," he 
said Monday. "But everyone of them is proud to be 
here. They're going to skate as they've never skated 
before and shoot as they've never shot before." 


And, as Wales Coach Floyd Smith added, "They 
didn't come here to lose." 
Shero, who coaches the Stanley Cup champion 


Philadelphia Flyers when not guiding all-star 
teams at mid-season, said he did not have much 
strategy planned. 


But he did have some funny lines at a news con- 


ference he shared with Smith, of the Buffalo 
Sabres, who will coach the opposition in Tuesday 
night's game at the Spectrum. 


Sitting cross-legged, revealing two green socks 


which obviously did not match, Shero said he 
would coach the team from "in front of the 
bench," with assistant Barry Ashbee working 
the conventional coaching spot behind the players. 


"I like to work one of the doors of the bench," he 


said. "It's easier to communicate with the players. 


"The only hazard," he continued, a smile 


crossing his face, "is that quite often a player steps 
on your foot when he is going onto the ice. And he 
doesn't even say he's sorry." 


Shero and Ashbee will be coaching six Fyers in 


the game, which begins at 8 p.m. EST. Goalie 
Wayne Stephenson, defensemen Andre Dupont and 
Jim Watson, center Bobby Clarke, left wing Bill 
Barber and right wing Reggie Leach will represent 
the host team.

NFL Owners-Players' Impasse 
Puts Pension Plan In Doubt 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


impasse in negotiations be- 
tween the National Football 
League owners and the players 
over a new contract has 
created deep doubts over the 
future of the players' pension 
plan. And that could result in 
next Monday's Pro Bowl being 
cancelled. 


Negotiators in the two-year 


dispute over a collective bar- 
gaining agreement to replace the 
one that expired Jan. 31, 1974, 
have not met since Sept. 22, 
when the officers of the NFL 
Players Association rejected the 
owners' last contract offer. 


No new bargaining sessions 


are scheduled, nor do any ap- 
pear to be forthcoming in the 
near future. As one manage- 
ment spokesman said, "Nego- 
tiations are nil." 


A major stumbling block in 


contract negotiations during the 
past two years, which saw two 
player strikes, has been the so- 
called Rozelle Rule. Talks were 
conducted in toe shadow of a 
federal court in Minneapolis 
which last month dound the Ro- 
zelle Rule illegal. 


The owners are expected to 


appeal the ruling, with that de- 
cision coming this week during 
meetings in New Orleans in con- 
junction with the Pro Bowl. 


Without a contract in effect, 


the owners have refused to con- 
tribute to the players' pension 
fund, officially known as the 
Bert Bell Retirement Plan. And 
union officials plan to be in New 
Orleans in an apparent attempt 
to talk the players into refusing 
to play in the Pro Bowl unless 
proceeds go directly to the pen- 
sion fund. 


It could provide yet another 


forum for the continuing con- 
flict between the owners and the 
players. 


The owners last made a con- 


tribution of $4.4 million to the 
pension fund on March 31.1974. 
for the year 1973. There ws no 
contribution on March 31, 1975, 
for the year 1974, and there 
probably will be no money put in 
for 1975. 


Twenty-seven persons were 


receiving payments from the 
fund last year, including five 
players who took early retire- 
ment, 11 widows, and 11 dis-

backup of combustible gas 
caused by the blockage 


To prevent a reoccurrence, 


part of the tower was insulated 
and a heat cable was installed, 
NPPD officials explained.

owners' last contract offer. 
No new bargaining sessions 
are schedu led, nor do any ap­ 
pear to be forthcoming in the 
near fu tu re. As one manage­ 
ment spok esman said, “Nego­ 
tiations are ml.” 
A major stu mbling block in 
contract negotiations du ring the 
past two y ears, which saw two 
play er strik es, has been the so- 
called HozeUe Ku le. Talk s were 
condu cted in the shadow of a 
federal cou rt in Minneapolis 
which last month dou nd the Ko- 
zelie Ku le illegal. 


The owners are ex pected to 
appeal the ru ling, with that de­ 
cision coming this week du ring 
meetings in New Orleans m con­ 
ju nction with the Pro Bowl. 
Withou t a contract in effect, 
the owners hav e refu sed to con­ 
tribu te to the play ers’ pension 
fu nd, officially k nown as the 
Bert Bell Retirement Plan And 
u nion officials plan to be in New 
Orleans in an apparent attempt 
to talk the play ers into refu sing 
to play in the Pro Bowl u nless 
proceeds go directly to the pen­ 
sion fu nd. 
It cou ld prov ide y et another 
foru m for the continu ing con­ 
flict between the owners and the 
play ers. 
The owners last made a con­ 
tribu tion of $4 4 million to the 
pension fu nd on March 31,19 7 4, 
for the y ear 1973.

NEW YORK (AP) - The 
stock market carried its early 
1976 rally to a new peak Monday 
with a sharp advance fueled by a 
continued decline in interest 
rates. 
The Dow Jones average of 30 
industrial stocks jumped 14.09 to 
943.72, its highest close since it 
finished at 948.83 on Nov. 1, 
1973. 
The Dow now has risen 91-31 
points since New Year’s Day.

Trading remained heavy, with 
29 45 million shares changing 
hands on the Big Board, against 
25 94 million Friday.

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Sunshine Group Turns 
To Democrats Again

Rejected by the Republican 


Party, sponsors of the Sunshine 
Initiative will once again seek 
support from the Democratic 
Party for their proposed political 
reform act. 


"We'll definitely try again on 


the Democrats," Peter 
Hoagland of Omaha, coordinator 
of the Coalition for Open 
Government, said Monday. 


"We will try to get on the 


agenda of the next Democratic 
state central committee 
meeting." 


The party declined to endorse 


the initiative effort at an earlier 
meeting, but that was before 
sponsors of the reform proposal 
sharply amended their docu- 
ment to meet a number of objec- 
tions. 


The League of Women Voters 


of Nebraska also rejected an 
earlier draft of the act before 
finally deciding to support the 
revised version. 


Democratic State Chairman 


Automobile 
Registration 
Hike Sought 


A bill that would increase 


automobile registration fees in 
Nebraska by 10% was in- 
troduced in the Legislature Mon- 
day. 


State Sen. Douglas Bereuter 


offered LB827 in an effort to 
raise extra revenue for state 
roadwork. 


He estimated the 10% hike in 


fees would bring in nearly $3 
million annually. 


Dick White of Lincoln said he 
has "mixed feelings" about the 
proposal to strengthen campaign 
finance, lobbying and conflict of 
interest laws. 


Personally, he said, he can see 


"some good parts and some bad 
parts" of the proposed new law. 


"I am afraid some of the 


detailed reporting requirements 
for lesser offices might dis- 
courage people from getting into 
politics," White said. 


But, he said, some disclosure 


provisions are good and "some 
additional tightening of the lob- 
byist laws might be beneficial." 


Hoagland said he was disap- 


pointed by the GOP state central 
committee's decision over the 
weekend to oppose the initiative 
effort. 


"I think that raises the ques- 


tion of whether they really 
learned anything from 
Watergate," he said. 


Hoagland said the Republican 


contention that the current cor- 
rupt political practices act is suf- 
ficient is not accurate. 


A Creighton University 


professor's detailed analysis of 
the law in 1974 concluded that 
the act "preserves the inordinate 
influence of big money" in 
Nebraska politics, he said. 


The "worst of the statutes" 


which the Sunshine Initiative 
attempts to strengthen is the 
regulation of lobbyists, 
Hoagland said. 


"The current law is designed 


to give the appearance of 
requiring disclosure without 
really providing it," he said. 


"It is simply an attempt to 


mollify the public." 


Current 
disclosure 


requirements provide "very lit- 
tle information" on lobbying ac- 
tivities, and reported expen- 
ditures may, in fact, "complete- 
ly misrepresent the scope of the 
lobbying effort," Hoagland said. 


In one recent case, he said, a 


lobbyist was paid $10,000 to in- 
fluence the Legislature on a par- 
ticular piece of legislation. 
Reported expenditures were 
about $25, he said.

Douglas: Take Care With Prayers 


The Legislature Monday 


rejected a City of Lincoln 
request which Sen. Steve Fowler 
said would have allowed com- 
munities to issue general obliga- 
tion bonds for urban renewal 
projects without a vote of the 
people. 


The proposal was contained in 


LB445, a bill which allows com- 
munities to fully implement the 
federal housing and develop- 
ment act of 1974. 


Adore Flexibility Possible 
For Board Of Equalization 


The Legislature's Revenue 


Committee advanced a bill for 
floor actimn which would allow 
the State Board of Equalization 
some flexibility in determining 
how big a cash cushion is needed 
in setting taxes. 


Winning approval in a 7-1 vote 


was LB651 which was amended 
to allow the board to overtax 
between 5 and 7% instead of the 
3 to 7% the bill originally 
proposed. 


Proponents of the bill said 


adjustment power will be useful 
in helping fight periodic cash 
flow problems. 


However, Sen. Donald 


Dworak of Columbus expressed 
concerns that the flexibility will 
only introduce a new political 
dimension to an already partisan 
board. 


Under a law passed in the 1975 


special legislative session, the 
board was given temporary per- 
mission to set the overlevy in 
sales and income tax revenue 
between 2 and 3%. 


That law expires July 1, and 


the old law which mandates a 
5% minimum overlevy will take 
force again. 


Among those favoring the bill 


were State Auditor Ray A. C. 
Johnson and Forrest Johnson, 
representative of the Tax 
Research Council and former 
state tax commissioner. 


Forrest Johnson said the 


overlevy is needed to allow 
government to operate in a 
business-like manner. 


Omaha Sen. Gene Mahcney 


was the lone committee member 
to vote against Sen. Cal Carsten's 
LB651. 


Without such enabling legisla- 


tion, Fowler said, some com- 
munities are not certain they can 
fully utilize the provisions of the 
federal law. 


But Fowler's Urban Affairs 


Committee recommended that 
the bill be amended to remove 
the proposal which he said 
would allow communities to 
issue general obligation bonds 
without a popular vote. 


The Legislature accepted that 


suggestion on a 29-0 vote, then 
sent the amended bill over its 
first floor hurdle. 


In recommending the removal 


of the bond issue proposal, 
Fowler noted that it has been a 
"long-standing" policy of the 
Legislature to require a vote of 
the people on such matters.

High Court 


Omaha Sen. John Cavanaugh 


and Lincoln lawmaker Roland 
Luedtke introduced a bill Mon- 
day to propose a constitutional 
amendment that would expand 
the Nebraska Supreme Court 
from seven to nine members. 


Cavanaugh said LB817 would 
solve the court's workload 
problems as well as force a re- 
districting of the court. 


He said Omaha, which has 


only one judge on the high court, 
has been the victim of ger- 
rymandering. 


Cavanaugh has unsuccessfully 


offered similar proposals hi the 
past, but said he thought this one 
would gain the endorsement of 
the court. 


Omaha is part of three 


judiciary districts, but Cav- 
anaugh said two of them were 
dominated by outstate areas. 


If the bill is approved by the 


Legislature, it would then be 
subject to a vote of the people. 


Cavanaugh said the court is 


"getting beyond the point where 
they can adequately handle" the 
workload. 


He said the court is bringing in 


district judges to help with its 
work. 


"We're operating with a nine- 


man court now, but we're oper- 
ating with district judges intead 
of Supreme Court judges," Cav- 
anaugh said.

Atty. Gen. Paul Douglas says a 


bill dealing with prayer in public 
schools should be carefully 
examined. 


Omaha Sen. Warren Swigart 


introduced LB816 Monday, 
designed to permit prayer in 
public schools on a voluntary 
basis. The bill apparently is 
aimed at coping with a U.S. 
Supreme Court decision which 
banned mandatory or prescribed 
prayer in a decision based on the 
separation of church and state. 


"I would say that it is a bill we 


will have to examine very 
carefully in light of the U.S. 
Supreme Court decision," 
Douglas said. 


"As of now no one has asked 


my office for an opinion on con- 
stitutionality of the measure but 
several people have brought it to 
our attention." 


Swigart said he did not an- 


ticipate constitutional difficulty. 


While Swigart's bill says the 


prayer would be voluntary, some 
senators questioned whether it 
took notice of the full scope of 
the Supreme Court decision, 
which said could not be con- 


ducted in such a way as to make 
a child who did not participate 
stand out from bis or her 
classmates. 


The bill in total states: 
"As a continuation of the 


policy of teaching our country's 
history and as an affirmation of 
the freedom of religion in this 
country, a school district may 
authorize the recitation of the 
traditional Lord's Prayer and 
the Pledge of Allegiance to the 
Flag in public elementary 
schools. 


"Pupil participation in the 


recitation of the prayer and 


pledge of allegiance shall be 
voluntary. 


"Pupils shall be informed that 


these exercises are not meant to 
influence an individual's per 
sonal relgious beliefs in any 
manner. 


"Such exercises shall be con- 


ducted so that pupils shall learn 
of our great freedoms, which 
freedoms include the freedom of 
religion and are symbolized by 
the recitation of the Lord's 
Prayer."

Committee Kills Syringe Control

Moylan told the committee 


right now it's just too easy to get 
the syringes because there are 
no controls. 


"People come in from other 


states and are amazed they can 
walk in and buy a needle without 
a card or registering or 
anything," the senator said. 


"You've got a good idea with a 


lot of trouble," observed Sen. 
John Cavanaugh of Omaha in 
offering the kill motion. 


"The end result would be 


desirable, but I don't know that

A bill that would increase 
automobile registration fees in 
Nebraska by 10% was in­ 
troduced in the Legislature Mon­ 
day.

He estimated the 10% hike in 
fees would bring in nearly $3 
million annually. 


Dick White of Lincoln said he 
has “ mixed feelings” about the 
proposal to strengthen campaign 
finance, lobbying and conflict of 
interest laws.

Popular Vote On Bonds 
Kept, Bill Mov es Ahead 


The Legislature Monday 
rejected a City of Lincoln 
request which Sen. Steve Fowler 
said would have allowed com­ 
munities to issue general obliga­ 
tion bonds for urban renewal 
projects without a vote of the 
people. 


The proposal was contained in 
LB445, a bill which allows com­ 
munities to fully implement the 
federal housing and develop­ 
ment act of 1974. 
M o re F lexib ility Po ssib le 


F o r Bo ard O f Eq u alizatio n 


The Legislature's Revenue 
Committee advanced a bill for 
floor actimn which would allow 
the State Board of Equalization 
some flexibility in determining 
how big a cash cushion is needed 
in setting taxes. 


Winning approval in a 7-1 vote 
was LB651 which was amended 
to allow the board to overtax 
between 5 and 7% instead of the 
3 to 7% the bill originally 
proposed. 
Proponents of the bill said 
adjustment power will be useful 
in helping fight periodic cash 
flow problems. 
However, Sen. Donald 
Dworak of Columbus expressed 
concerns that the flexibility will 
only introduce a new political 
dimension to an already partisan 
board 


Under a law passed in the 1975 
special legislative session, the 
board was given temporary per­ 
mission to set the overlevy in 
sales and income tax revenue 
between 2 and 3%. 
That law expires July 1, and 
the old law which mandates a 
5% minimum overlevy will take 
force again. 
Among those favoring the bill 
were State Auditor Ray A. C. 
Johnson and Forrest Johnson, 
representative of the Tax 
Research Council and former 
state tax commissioner. 
Forrest Johnson said the 
overlevy is needed to allow 
government to operate in a 
business-like manner. 
Omaha Sen. Gene Mahoney 
was the lone committee member 
to vote against Sen. Cal Carsten s 
LB651. 


Without such enabling legisla­ 
tion, Fowler said, some com­ 
munities are not certain they can 
fully utilize the provisions of the 
federal law 
But Fowler's Urban Affairs 
Committee recommended that 
the bill be amended to remove 
the proposal which he said 
would allow communities to 
issue general obligation bonds 
without a popular vote. 
The Legislature accepted that 
suggestion on a 29-0 vote, then 
sent the amended bill over its 
first floor hurdle. 
In recommending the removal 
of the bond issue proposal, 
Fowler noted that it has been a 
“ long-standing" policy of the 
Legislature to require a vote of 
the people on such matters.

Omaha Sen. John Cavanaugh 
and Lincoln lawmaker Roland 
Luedtke introduced a bill Mon­ 
day to propose a constitutional 
amendment that would expand 
the Nebraska Supreme Court 
from seven to nine members.

Douglas : Tak e Care With Prayers 


By The Associated Press 
A tty. Gen. Paul Douglas says a 
bill dealing with prayer in public 
schools should be carefully 
examined. 


Omaha Sen. Warren Swigart 
introduced LB816 
Monday, 
designed to permit prayer in 
public schools on a voluntary 
basis. The bill apparently is 
aimed at coping with a U.S. 
Supreme Court decision which 
banned mandatory or prescribed 
prayer in a decision based on the 
separation of church and state. 
“ I would say that it is a bill we 


will have to examine very 
carefully in light of the U.S. 
Supreme Court decision,” 
Douglas said. 
“ As of now no one has asked 
my office for an opinion on con­ 
stitutionality of the measure but 
several people have brought it to 
our attention.” 
Swigart said he did not an­ 
ticipate constitutional difficulty. 
While Swigart’s bill says the 
prayer would be voluntary, some 
senators questioned whether it 
took notice of the full scope of 
the Supreme Court decision, 
which said could not be con- 


ducted in such a way as to make 
a child who did not participate 
stand out from his or her 
classmates. 
The bill in total states: 
“ As a continuation of the 
policy of teaching our country's 
history and as an affirmation of 
the freedom of religion in this 
country, a school district may 
authorize the recitation of the 
traditional Lord’s Prayer and 
the Pledge of Allegiance to the 
Flag in public elementary 
schools. 
“ Pupil participation in the 
recitation of the prayer and 


pledge of allegiance shall be 
voluntary. 
“ Pupils shall be informed that 
these exercises are not meant to 
influence an individual’s per­ 
sonal relgious beliefs in any 
manner. 
“Such exercises shall be con­ 
ducted so that pupils shall learn 
of our great freedoms, which 
freedoms include the freedom of 
religion and are symbolized by 
the recitation of the Lord’s 
Prayer.” 


Co mmittee Kills Syrin g e Co n tro l

The Unicameral’s Public 
Health and Welfare Committee 
decided Monday it just couldn’t 
be done and voted 5-1 to kill a 
bill designed to cut down on 
drug addiction by imposing con­ 
trols on the sale of hypodermic 
syringes. 


Before the committee during a 
public hearing was Omaha Sen. 
Harold Moylan’s LB627. 
Under the bill, prescriptions 
would be required in order to 
buy syringes. The bill would 
have given pharmacists the 
power to sell syringes in 
emergency cases involving 


diabetics and would exempt 
sales of syringes for use on 
poultry or other farm animals. 
Moylan told the committee 
right now it’s just too easy to get 
the syringes because there are 
no controls. 


“ People come in from other 
states and are amazed they can 
walk in and buy a needle without 
a card or registering or 
anything,” the senator said. 
“ You’ve got a good idea with a 
lot of trouble,” observed Sen. 
John Cavanaugh of Omaha in 
offering the kill motion. 
“The end result would be 
desirable, but I don’t know that 


Pro p o sal Calls F o r T eeth 


In Pu b lic An ti-Strike L aw 
A bill putting large-sized teeth 
into Nebraska’s anti-strike law 
for public employes was brought 
into the legislature Monday by 
five members of the Unicameral 
Labor Committee. 
The measure, LB848, would 
disqualify public employe un­ 
ions or employe associations for 
one year if they were involved in 
worker strikes or even work 
slowdowns or stoppages. 


The existing penalty for pub­ 
lic worker violation of the no- 
strike law can be a fine as small 
as $10. 
Besides 
unions, 
individual 
workers would risk consider­ 
able financial loss under LB848's 
provisions, if they were involved 
in a strike or work slowdown. 
The individual penalty is loss 


of all rights to “ receive any 
matching public funds upon re­ 
tirement.” 
That would effectively cut 
most state pension benefits by at 
least half, with comparand 
reductions in local pension 
programs. 
The bill adds that if a court 
orders restoration of a public 
employe’s right to matching 
funds upon retirement, that 
restoration “ shall not become 
effective unless and until ap­ 
proved by a resolution of the 
legislature.” 
The bill was introduced by 
Sens. Richard Maresh of 
Milligan; Tom Kennedy of New­ 
man Grove; Otho Kime of 
Valentine; John Murphy of 
South Sioux City and Myron 
Rumery of North Platte.
